In the replacement paragraph starting page 9, line 27, "may be connected 121 to 
a test fixture" is awkwardly worded. 

The drawings are objected to because the newly added reference numeral 120 in 
fig. 10 is already being used for position sensor 120. Corrected drawing sheets in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should 
include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if 
only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the 
appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, 
the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief 
description of the several views of the drawings for consistency. Additional replacement 
sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering of the remaining figures. The 
replacement sheet(s) should be labeled "Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as 
per 37 CFR 1 .84(c)) so as not to obstruct any portion of the drawing figures. If the 
changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of 
any required corrective action in the next Office action.

Claim 7 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 
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The following are not clear: "a distance... drive" (claim 7, lines 3-4). 
All claims should be revised carefully to correct all other deficiencies similar to the 
ones noted above. 



The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

Claims 5, 6, 12-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Zweighaft (US 661 461 1 ). The connecting means are deemed inherent since it is 
deemed that the tape drive 200 is inherently supported on some structureftest fixture" 
such as a rack, a table, housing, etc... The detecting means reads on detecting means 
213 which indirectly senses the positions of the leaders. The tape path extends 
between the cartridge reel 214 to the take-up reel 210; therefore, the detecting means 
detects in the tape path. 



The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 1 1 
F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 
USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 
1982); In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970);and, In re Thohngton, 
418 F.2d 528, 163 USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1.321(c) may be 
used to overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory double 
patenting ground provided the conflicting application or patent is shown to be commonly 
owned with this application. See 37 CFR 1.130(b). 

Effective January 1 , 1 994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a 
terminal disclaimer. A terminal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comply with 
37 CFR 3.73(b). 
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Claims 5, 6, 12, 14 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-6 of U.S. 
Patent No. 6685122. Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not 
patentably distinct from each other because it would have been obvious to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art that the claims 5, 6, 12, 14 are included in the claims 1-6 
of the patent. 

Claims 1, 2, 4, 7-9, 10, 15 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to 
include all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Applicant's arguments filed 10/4/04 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Even when requested to show the "connection means", all applicant did was to 
show a box 121 in amended figure 10, having no structure. In view of this, the 
connecting means is still deemed inherent as noted in the rejection above. 

As noted above, the tape path of Zweighaft extends from where the tape leaves 
the cartridge reel 214 to where it enters the take up reel 210. Therefore, the detecting 
means 213 meets the claimed limitation. 

Contrary to applicant's assertion, there was no Terminal disclaimer included in 
the response of 10/4/04.
